{SLAYER HANGED 


AT LEAVENWORTH, 
JERS ONLOOKERS 


Carl Panzran, Who Boasted 
of Killing 22, Executed 
for Murder of Foreman in 
Federal Priscn

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Sept. 5. 
—Carl Panzran, self-declared slayer 
of 22 persons, was hanged at the 
Federal prison eariy today ior the 
murder of W. C. Warnke, civilian 
laundry foreman at the penitenti- 
ary where Panzran was serving a 
sentence for burglary in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. President Hoo- 
ver last night denied a plea for 
clemency. 

Jeering the\crowd as he walked 
to the gallows, Panzran noticed two 
chaplains. He asked the Warden 
that they be sent away and the 
chaplains left. 

Panzran, serving his sixth prison 
sentence, killed Warnke with a 
heavy iron bar June 19, 1929. 

The hanging was the first execu- 
tion“in Kansas since 1870, with the 
exception of that of a Federal 
prisoner at Wichita in 1888. The 
Kansas law provides capital pun- 
ishment only for treason. Panzran, 
however, was prosecuted under the 
Federal statute. 

Before his.trial at Topeka, Kan., 
the prisoner wrote a letter to the 
trial Judge demanding justice which 
he described as “that I be found 
guilty of murder in the first degree 
and sentenced to die.” 

Panzran was pronounced sane by 
a sanity board before which he 
boasted of committing 22 murders. 
He identified one of his victims as

“The audit probably will be com- 
pleted Monday, and if the deal goes 
through to buy the bank, it should 
be open under the new manage- 
ment by the end of next week.” 

R. B. Studebaker, cashier of the 
bank and City Treasurer of Madi- 
son, sald: ‘‘\Ve decided, in view of 
the ‘frozen’ condition of business, 
that it W@s not worth while to £0 
ahead. We don't have any bills 
payable and we don’t owe a dime” 

The bank was established in 1904. 
Its owners and depositors are prin- 
cipally Madison business’men. OO. 
S. Schooley, who has lumber and 
other interests, is president. 

Business depression has been felt 
in recent months in Madison, par- 
ticularly because the American Car 
& Foundry Co. plant has been run- 
ning with a sma! force since 
spring. Madison is one of the 
three industrial cities opposite 
North 8t. Louis.

T OUGFT not to be out of 
place to suggest that the Mis- 


souri State Commission amend 
one of its boxing regulations to 
conform to that of the wrestling 
code.

The same demo- 
cratic downward pull tends to operate in 
literature as in the motion picture, where 
all themes and ideas are taboo that will 
offend any substantia! minority, or be un- 
intelligible to the 12-year-old mind. A few 
books that catch the popular fancy. wheth- 
er in crime or in philosophy, tend to be 
lifted upward on a wave of fashion, and 
sound books of far greater value and per- 
manence are lost and forgotten in the stam- 
pede to be up-tdOsdate. 

Therefore I should like to suggest a list 
of what might with middling accuracy be 
called the worst-sellers of the twentieth 
century, books which, after the turmoil of 
ephemeral titles has passed away. stand 
out like Coral islands in the sea, and prom- 
ise to be selected by the historian as the 
literary mountain-peaks of our time. 

The greatest book of the century, I should 
say, iS Spengler’s “Decline of the West.” 
Great not because of -its immensity, nor 
even because of its ecumenica!] erudition 
and its majestic swashbuckling style: but 
great because it flings into our faces the 
most terrible and far-reaching challenge, 
announces the doom of civilization in 
Europe and America, and supports the chal- 
lenge with an Everest of fact and argu- 
ment which no critic has yet scaled. It is 
no fare for delicate stomachs: but when 
your teéth are in need of sharpening, try 
them on this book.

Only next to Spengler in importance’ I 
should rank Bergson’'s “Creative Evolutfon.” 
This was the first bold stund against that 
mechanistic philosophy which began with 
Spencer to dominate modern thought. until 
today every chorus-gir! knows that she is a 
machine. The perspective of 100 years or 
more can show the real stature of this book. 

Third ig “The Education of Henry 


Adams,” eloquent corrolary of mechanism, 
profound symptom of the deSpair of an age 
that has lost alj belief in vitality and growth. 
Science, through Adams, has proved that 
all energy is “running down,” that all life 
and every planet is headed toward destruc- 
tion; which he considered to be poor re- 
ward for man’s long quest of truth, If we 
could remember that every “truth” is only 
an opinien, we would not kill ourselves, 
or other people, for it. : 


Fourth and fifth are novels, and mut¢h 
too widely acclaimed to be called in strict- 
ness worst-sellers; they were read by hun- 
dreds while millions were reading trash. 
Surely the greatest novel of the twentieth 
century is Romain Rolland’s “Jean Chris- 
tophe,” the epic of a modern man, know- 
ing philosophy and loving music, sensitive 
to every stimulus of the time, type of the 
suffering complexity of contemporary life. 
And fit brother to it is “The Growth of the 
Soil,” in which the gloomy genius of Knut 
Hamsun weaves into perfect art the thesis 
that all urban life corrupts us, and that 
health comes to the soul only when it is 
rooted faithfully in the soll. I do not like 
that thesis, but I cannot refute it. 


And now I wish that six were seven, for 
[ am torn between two books as unlike each 
other as man and wife. One tis Marcel 
Proust’s “Remembrance of ‘Things Past,” 
surely the perfection of subtlety in style 
and thought, and a picture of the emotional 
world of human souls as seen through the 
eyes of a profound and gentle spirit. But 
greater still, I think, so great that England 
knighted him for it. is Sir James Frazer's 
“Golden Bough,” the distillation (now fur- 
ther compressed into one volume) of a life- 
time’s research into the origins of relig- 
ion; a book that will plough up every set- 
tied idea in our heads. 


None of these books is Simple. none of 
them is meant for those immature minds 
who prefer argument to thought, or the 
useless marvels of romance to the incred- 
ible marvels of reality. Each of them re- 
quires almost a month of study. But it is 
impossible that anyone who reads them. 
and understands them even but half, shouid 
not be made deeper and finer by the ex- 
perience. Some day, when you wish to 
enter the twentieth century mentally, screw 
your courage toe the sticking point, and read 
one of these volumes.

SANTO DOMINGO, CITY 
OF ANCIENT CriARM 


Cathedral and Palace of Co- 
lumbus Family, Old Churches 
Among Relics. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—The 
charm of the city of Sante Domin- 
go which stands today so twisted 
by storm was portrayed for the 
Pan-American Union last winter by 
Sumner Welles, once American 
Commissioner to the Dominican 
republic. 

He drew a contrast between “the 
appearance of antiquity and of me- 
dieval charm” and the modern im- 
provements the people had worked 
so hard for. ‘The tourist, he wrote, 
would find brightly lighted streets 
and asphalt pavements, a modern 
water supply brought from moun- 
tains 20 miles away, and roads 
stretching through the countryside. 

“The City of San Domingo is 
hidden from view until one is al- 
most upon it,” he continued, ‘The 
steamer makes a sudden turn 
around a point of land that juts 
out sharply into the Caribbean, 
and then the city is spread before 
one, rising from the coral cliffs 
and stretching out over low rolling 
hills that lie*beyond. 


! Far away to the north one can 


see the high mountains of the cen- 
tral portion of the island, and to 
the south, in tiers of luminous blue, 
the mountains forming the natural 
barrier between Haiti and the Do- 
minican Republic. 

Fort Still in Use. 

“As one enters the narrow mouth 
of the harbor where the Ozama 
River empties into the sea, one 
skirts on the left the high cliff mp- 
on which stands the old fortress 
which dates from early colonial 
days and is still used as a garri- 
son for the national military forces, 
although a portion of the old 
buildings has been converted into 
@ municipal prison. Halfway up 
the hillside, adjacent to the old 
city wall, there stands the palace 
of the Columbus family, its me- 
dieval walls hardly impaired by 
time, although the roof has been 
permitted to decay. 

“The docks and the customs 
houses stand just below extending 
along the bank of the river. The 
traveler enters the city 
one of the old city gates, still 
standing intact, and from there 
passes directly into the turmoil of 
the commerciaf quarter, which has 
claimed for its uses the streets and 
sections composing the original 
Santo Domingo of the _ sixteenth 
century. 

“Through this maze of narrow 
winding streets, the tourist is sud- 
denly brought into an open, rectan- 
gular square, in the center of which 
is a well-kept park fringed with 
large shade trees and gay with the 
blossoms of tropical shrubs. In the 
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Diego Columbus, he and two of his! 
sons died. 

The cathedral has three vast 
naves and 15 chapels filled with 
rare paintings, rich jewels, and val- 
uable statuary. A painting that was 
a gift to Columbus from King Fer- 
dinand and Queen Isabella _ still 
hangs in that cathedral.

RPE PEACHES MAKE 
TEMPTING DESSERTS 


Many and Varied Are the Food 
Delights That Peach Sea- 
son Brings. 


Fresh sliced peaches, peach cob- 
bler or dumplings, peach pie and 
tarts, peach ice cream, charlotte, 
betty, custard, peach sauce, and 
jam, spiced peaches, peach salad— 
and so the list might go on, but 
space is limited here and this is a 
good beginning of the many treats 


that are in store during the peach | 


season. 

Just one caution: Be sure the 
fruit is firm and ripe for use raw, 
and of the juicy, ripe, variety for 
cooking. 

Raw peaches turn dark rather 
quickly after they are peeled — 
sprinkling with lemon juice or 
dipping halves in lemon or orange 
juice will slow up the darkening 
process, and is a good trick to 
know when making a fresh peach 
salad. 

Peach Cobbler. 

This is a hearty, old fashioned 
dessert that is a general favorite. 
Sift three cups flour with two ta- 
blespoons sugar, three-quarter tea- 
spoon salt and five teaspoons bak- 
ing powder. Rub in one-half cup 
any preferred shortening, using a 
fork or a pastry knife. When well 
blended add about one-half cup 
milk or enough to make a_ soft 
dough that can just be handled 
easily. This is to be used for the 
crust. Roll the rest to fit a mod- 
erately deep baking dish, fitting it 
into the dish smoothly over the 
bottom and sides. Fill to the top 
with sliced, peeled, fresh peaches 
and add sugar to sweeten slightly. 
Roll the rest of the dough for a 
crust or cover and fit over the 
peaches. Pinch the edges together 
and cut two or three slits in the 
top to let the steam escape. 

Bake in a moderate oven for 40 
minutes. The juice will soak down 
into the lower crust a bit and give 
it a delicious flavor. The dish 
should be about three inches deep 
to keep in the juice. Serve warm, 
plain or with cream or hard sauce. 

Peach Ice Cream. 

Peach ice cream is another fav- 
orite though quite different from 
the cobbler! Peel ripe peaches and 
mash with a fork until there are 
two cupsful. Add one cup sugar 
and the juice of half a lemon and 
mix. Mix three cups milk with 
One cup undiluted evaporated milk 
and one-half teaspoon almond ex- 
tract.

People have the impression that 
one position is better than anoth- 
er, and that some postures are to 
be avoided. 

The most universally objected-to 
Position is on the left-side, 

You will be told that it inter- 
feres with the circulation of the 
blood and the free action of the 
heart.

The Countess de Chambrun, sis- 
ter of Nicholas Longworth, says 
that she still makes mistakes in 
French, and she has lived here for

Clara Longworth’s study of 
French began at the age of eight in 
a Cincinnati, O., private school run 
by the French Consul's wife.

Her real struggle with the lan- 
guage began after she married a 


young Lieutenant, Count Adalbert 


de Chambrun, just back in 1901

Now the Lieutenant is a General 
in command of the French division 
at Tunis. Formerly he commanded 
the Fez division,

writing is colored by her life in 
North Africa.

As I 
came off the last time, the thunder 
of applause still rolling through 
the house, Tony Pastor, his shrewd 
eyes beaming, put his hands on my 
shoulder.

Before the week was over at 
Tony Pastor's the market value of 
my services had jumped from $50 to 
$100 a week, and it was not long 
before I was getting double that 
sum every time the ghost walked!

two weeks. He agreed, but my suc- 
cess on the opening night was 
greater even than my first night at 
Tony Pastor’s. 

Offers came from London man- 
agers and from theaters all over 
England and the Continent. I 
finally accepted a contract at the 
Empire Theater in London for 
three months a year for a period 
of three years. My outside en- 
gagements at clubs and private 
houses sometimes numbered four 
and five in one evening. I dressed 
at home, played a club or two, 
drove to the theater in time for 
my act, jumped into a cab again 
and played two or three private en- 
gagements before retiring. My 
fees ranged from £5 to £25. 

During my London engagement 
the late King Edward, then Prince 
of Wales, witnessed my perform- 
ance at the Palace Theater. The 
Prince was a sleight-of-hand per- 
former himself. Curiously enough, 
nobody informed me of his pres- 
ence in the royal box, and I was 
not aware of it until after the show, 
when Mr. Morton brought him to 
my dressing room. 

Prince Edward sat on a trunk, 
and in a few minu‘es I found my- 
self teaching him how to hold a 
card and at the same time show 
his hand empty, back and front. 
He mastered the sleight with sur- 
prising dexterity, and as he was 
leaving he asked if he might re- 
turn at some later date and prac- 
tice it again. On four different 
occasions he attended the perform- 
ance that winter, and each’ time 
came back to show me how he was 
progressing and to see if there was 
anything else in magic he might 
learn. 

The Queen’s,death put an end 


to private engagements in London, 
and as business would not pick up 
for several months I deemed it a 
good time to tour the continent. In 
Paris I played before President 
Loubet and the King of Siam at 
the same time. At Brussels I ap- 
peared before the King of the Bel- 
gians, and while in Budapest I gave 
a performance in the palace of the 
Emperor Franz Josef in honor of 
the birthday of one of his grand- 
children. The next day the Em- 
peror personally presented me with 
a large gold watch which struck 
the hours and minutes. 

While appearing at the Winter 
Garden in Berlin I did my best to 
arrange a performance for the Em- 
peror of Germany, but I was told 
bluntly that such a thing as an 
American vaudeville artist appear- 
ing before the Kaiser had never 
been heard of.

WAS becoming tired of success 
| scaled to a small act. So I can- 

celed my continental contracts 
and returned to London, deter- 
mined to heap all my winnings in 
one pile and hazard the lot on a 
single venture. The time was ripe 
to attempt bigger things in magic. 
I wanted to give the public some- 
thing more imposing. 

I rented rooms in Bedford 
Square and entered into a new 
phase of magic—that of originat- 
ing and constructing sensational 
iliasions. I prepared a list of 70 
ideas for possible magic effects. 
Nine of these I was sure were new 
in principle. I visioned them in 
sequence, as they should be pre- 
sented on the stage, and knew that 
if I succeeded in solving the many 
apparently insurmountable prob- 
lems in mechanies, physics, light,

At length, after nine months of 
labor and experiment, my act was 
ready for inspection. I rented the 
stage of the Princess Theater and 
invited the vaudeville managers 
and theatrical agents of London 
to the trial performance, In the 
audience was an American mana- 
ger, Paul Keith, He was so en- 
thusiastic over the new act:-that he 
outbid the other managers.

The Picnic Fire 


HEN you-are gathering the 

wood for starting the fire, 

select dry birch bark for the 
inner layer, for thjs will readily 
kindle any fire, but hidkory makes 
the best fire for cooking, and re- 
member a small fire is better for 
cooking. When you get a brisk 
fire going allow it to burn down to
